Remarks of the President, Prime Minister 

Pierre E. Trudeau of Canada, and Governor 
Nelson Rockefeller of New Y ork During Ceremonies 
Commemorating the Opening of the Seaway. 

June 27, 1969 


GovERNOR ROCKEFELLER. President and Mrs. Nixon, 
Prime Minister and Mrs. Trudeau, Secretary and— 
(laughter|—Prime Minister Trudeau, Secretary of State 
Bill Rogers, your own countryman from Norfolk, ladies 
and gentlemen—it is nice to welcome him back. Bill, we 
are very proud of you up here in New York State. We are 
glad you could be here. 

Secretary of State of External Affairs for Canada—I 
am mighty glad to welcome him, too—and the master 
builder, ladies and gentlemen, Bob Moses, who made this 
whole show possible. And I would like to welcome my 
counterpart from Canada, Premier Robarts, and our two 
distinguished Senators from New York State, Senators 
Javits and Goodell, and your Congressman, Congress- 
man McEwen; and ladies and gentlemen, I am very proud 
that there are three Governors here from neighboring 
States, although one of them has left the Governorship 
to go into the Cabinet of President Nixon: Governor 
Rhodes of Ohio, Governor Ray Shafer of Pennsylvania, 
and Governor John Volpe of Massaschusetts, now Secre- 
tary of Transportation. 

And I would like to thank Jim Fitzpatrick, who is the 
present Chairman of the Power Authority, your own Jim 
Fitzpatrick, Excellencies, distinguished guests, and 
friends: 

It is my privilege as Governor to extend a welcome to all 
and especially on this occasion to President and Mrs. 
Nixon for their first visit to New York State since he was 
elected President, and to Prime Minister Trudeau, for 
his first official visit to New York State, and to the hun- 


dreds of dignitaries and the thousands of visitors from 
both countries. 
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The Seaway and the power project demonstrate that 
two nations can, by reasoned discussion followed by pro- 
gressive action, create for the benefit of both. 

New York is proud of the power project, that it is a 
joint effort, of New York State Power Authority and the 
Hydroelectric Power Commission of Ontario, a state-pro- 
vincial project, that brings economic progress to both 
sides of the border and strengthens the bonds between 
our two nations as well as the State of New York and the 
Province of Ontario. 

Now, ladies and gentlemen, it is my privilege to welcome 
a man who has dedicated his life in public service, in the 
House of Representatives, in the Senate of the United 
States, as Vice President for two terms under President 
Eisenhower, and now the President of the United States, 
that great leader, Richard Nixon. 

THE Presivent. Thank you very much. 

Mr. Prime Minister, Governor Rockefeller, all of the 
distinguished guests, the Governors, the Members of the 
Cabinets of both Nations, the Members of Congress from 
the Senate and from the House, and all of the other dis- 
tinguished guests and those who have gathered here today 
for this very special ceremony: 

I want to express, first, my appreciation to Governor 
Rockefeller for his very generous and warm welcome. 
It is good to be here in New York State again. 

It is good to see this wonderful turnout in the interest 
of international friendship. And I particularly was glad 
to note that when the Secretary of State was introduced 
that the people from Norfolk were here to welcome him. 
Because I think, as you may know, Secretary Dulles also 
came from northern New York, Secretary Rogers was 
born in Norfolk and grew up in northern New York State. 
I think you will be interested to note that while we com- 
memorate 10 years for the Seaway today, this is also the 
33rd wedding anniversary of Secretary and Mrs. Rogers. 
So we give them our special greetings today. 

Now, on this occasion, I realize, too, that we think of 
the closeness of our two countries, Canada and the United 
States. We think also of the speed of change, the fact that 
10 years ago we were celebrating the opening of a Seaway, 
and that within a month we hope to see the landing of 
the first man on the moon. 
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I would only suggest that when Governor Rockefeller 
made his introductions, that perhaps he may have been a 
bit prophetic. Our two Nations are indeed close together. 
And when he presented Mrs. Trudeau, she might be out 
there on the American side here in this audience. 

On this occasion, in trying to think of what would be 
appropriate to say in presenting to you the Prime Minis- 
ter of Canada, I think that the inscription which appears 
on the great installation in which we met just a few min- 
utes ago is one to which I can refer. 

Ten years ago when Queen Elizabeth, on this very day, 
met with me, after having met with President Eisenhower 
the preceding day on the Canadian side, she unveiled a 
plaque and that plaque set forth the common purposes 
of our two countries. 

It pointed out that our frontiers are the trontiers of 
friendship; our ways are the ways of peace; and, our 
works are the works of progress and of freedom. 

I think that as we stand here today, and we think 
of the United States and Canada—frontiers of friendship, 
ways of freedom, works of peace—that what we have 
done in this great cooperative venture is certainly an ex- 
ample for the world to follow in terms of the relations 
between nations. 

Sometimes we just take for granted the fact that we 
have the longest unguarded frontier between two nations 
in the world. Sometimes we just take for granted the 
fact that our two countries have had a period in which 
we have fought together in war, in which we have worked 
together in peace, and in which we have been joined in 
really true friendship for over a century and a half. 

But we should not take for granted these magnificent 
accomplishments. And this Seaway, which opened the 
heartland of Canada and the heartland of America, this 
Seaway which was conceived by men who dreamed of 
great things and was put into being by men who were 
able to produce them, the practical engineers, this is an 
indication of what can happen when nations can work 
together, when they can be at peace with each other. 

And today, as I walked with the Prime Minister up this 
Avenue of Flags, with the flags of all the Nations, and 
then the flags of Canada on the one side and the flags 
of the United States on the other, I was proud to be an 
American citizen. 

I was proud, also, of the relations between our two 
countries and I am particularly proud today to present 
to you the man who heads the Government of our neigh- 
bor to the north. 

It was altogether appropriate that the first official visitor 
to the United States of America, after my inauguration 
as President, was Prime Minister Trudeau, because our 


two countries are so close in the ways that I have 
mentioned. 
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And on that visit, he made a great impression on our 
Government officials and also on the American people. 
We are glad to have him back here today on what is, in 
effect, a semi-official occasion. 

We welcome the Prime Minister to the American shore 
just as he will welcome me in a few moments to Canada. 

And we can only say in welcoming him that we look 
forward to that continuing friendship which has pro- 
duced so much in the way of progress in peace and free- 
dom for the American Continent and the Northern Hem- 
isphere of the great Continent in which we live. 

I am proud to present to this audience of Americans and 
Canadians, the Prime Minister of Canada. 

Prime MInisTER TrupEAv. Mr. President, Governor 
Rockefeller, distinguished guests, ladies and gentlemen: 

I want to thank you, particularly Governor Rockefeller, 
for having invited us, so many Canadians both on and off 
the platform, to visit the State of New York. 

This is a unique occasion. It is the first half of a cere- 
mony, the second half of which will take place in 
Montreal, and which celebrates a truly unique event. 

President Nixon reminded us that it was the 10th 
Anniversary of the opening of the Seaway, but, also, the 
10th Anniversary to the day of his meeting with Queen 
Elizabeth on the Canadian-U.S. border 10 years ago. 

The dream of a Seaway permitting the ships of the 
world to sail into the heart of the American Continent 
was a dream in the minds of men in these lands for many 
centuries; and, also, the dream, no doubt because of their 
industry, because of their inventiveness, the dream of 
harnessing the falling water from the Great Lakes falling 
towards the seas, this tremendous source of energy, which 
could be harnessed for the use of both Nations. 

This dream was realized thanks to the cooperation, not 
only of the Governments of two great countries, and of 
several of the Provinces and States therein, but thanks to 
the cooperation of the people of these countries and of 
the many institutions, public and private, on both sides 
of the border. 

And, now today, 10 years later, we see the benefits of 
this—those who live along these shores see the ships 
of many Nations. Ships of over 30 Nations, I am told, will 
go through these locks and up and down these waters from 
faraway lands of Japan and Thailand and the Soviet 
Union, bearing cargoes as diverse as Scotch whiskey and 
soybeans. 

This also resulted in the development of industries and, 
also, because the creators of this vast work were careful 
to preserve its beauty in the development of the tourist 
trade and more and more intensified exchanges between 
the people of the United States and the people of Canada. 

But more than showing cooperation between two peo- 
ple for economic benefits, I think this great work, as the 
President said, has given spirit and imagination to the 
people of these two lands. 
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I remember when I was a boy in Montreal we used to 
say that Montreal was the harbor which was the sea- 
going harbor which was further inland of any sea-going 
harbor in the world, some thousand miles inland. And now 
I am sure it is the school boys and girls of the cities of 
Duluth and of the lake head, who are saying that of 
their cities some 2,000 miles away from the sea. 

And this tremendous work of engineering, this 
tremendous work built on cooperation by two countries, 
symbolizes the unity and friendship between our two 
countries. 

And I think it is proper that this ceremony should 
take place beside the lock named after General Eisen- 
hower, because General Eisenhower will long be remem- 
bered in esteem by Canadians, those who remember the 
ceremony 10 years ago, and more still by those Canadians 
who followed him as the General to victory in Europe. 

Another American we will remember, an American who 
is well-known, a poet, Robert Frost, who wrote a poem 
called “Mending Wall,” and in which he tells of two 
neighboring farmers bringing stones from their lands and 
replacing them on the wall that has been a bit damaged by 
the frost swells during the winter. And they talked and one 
feels that perhaps they don’t need a wall so strong, so long, 
because they are friends. But one says to the other, per- 
haps to justify his work, “Good fences make good 
neighbors.” 

Perhaps it is also true, Mr. President, that good ditches 
make good neighbors. 

And this day is one which permits us to celebrate the 
opening of this Seaway which unites our countries, and 
which is truly a marvelous ditch. 

And may that ditch long run between our countries and 
insure the friendship of the people of the United States 
of America and of the people of Canada. 

NOTE: The ceremonies began at 1:50 p.m. at the Dwight D. 
Eisenhower Lock on the Saint Lawrence Seaway at Massena, N.Y. 

During the course of his remarks, the President referred to the 
international friendship monument which he, then Vice President 
Nixon, and Queen Elizabeth II dedicated at the Robert Moses- 
Robert Saunders Power Dam in 1959. Its inscription reads, “This 
stone bears witness to the common purpose of two nations whose 
frontiers are the frontiers of friendship, whose ways are the ways 
of freedom and whose works are the works of peace.”

“Man and His World” 


Remarks of the President and Prime Minister Trudeau 
at the Site of the International Exhibition 
in Montreal, Canada. June 27, 1969 


PrimME MINISTER TRUDEAU. Mister President, Governor 
Rockefeller of the State of New York, Representatives of 
the Governments of Quebec and Ontario, distinguished 
guests, ladies and gentlemen: 
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It is fitting, Mister President, that we should meet at 
this site to celebrate the tenth anniversary of the great work 
which our two peoples have built together. For several 
centuries, the inhabitants of North America, the settlers 
from Europe and before them the Indians, considered this 
great river as a waterway opening into the mysterious and 
the unknown, and from the beginning, explorers have 
plied it from the ocean to its most distant sources. 

It is truly a fine thing that this river has, like the open 
arms of a continent, drawn to the interior peoples ever 
eager to discover unimaginable beauties and unhoped-for 
wealth. It is these people who have enabled our two coun- 
tries to develop and, it is this river which has made it pos- 
sible for our countries to go to the source; it has truly been 
the path of progress—the path of physical progress; but 
also the path of material, social, and economic progress, 
All these villages, towns, and cities extending along its 
course actually served as a link between those who were 
pressing onwards and those who were planting roots and 
developing their country. 

And it is for this reason that we are happy to welcome 
you here, Mister President, and to salute the great work 
which our peoples have undertaken together. It is proof 
not only that the economic progress which resulted from 
it was essential to the happiness of men, but also that this 
waterway which nature has given us, laboured upon by 
men working together, can serve not as a barrier between 
peoples but as a path of welcome, of progress, and of 
access. And in this way, the symbol of our river, the symbol 
of the Seaway, this gigantic and marvelous work, symbol- 
izes friendship and cooperation between our two peoples. 
[The remarks printed above were delivered by Prime Minister 
Trudeau in French, after which he continued speaking in English, 
as follows:] 

Mr. President, it is a great pleasure, Mr. President, to 
welcome you here with Mrs. Nixon and with members 
of your family. And it is truly appropriate on this, the first 
visit to Canada since your election, that the meeting should 
take place here at the Place des Nations. 

This open forum, which knows no division, was during 
the year of Expo 67 the meeting place of peoples of many 
lands who came here to share knowledge, friendship, ac- 
quaintances, in a spirit of brotherhood and understanding. 

I know this lesson, Mr. President, of men building to- 
gether with what nature has given them so that they 
should be freer and more prosperous. This lesson is one 
that we will all remember and imitate. 

And I am very happy to welcome you here and I am 
very pleased that you should have come with Mrs. Nixon 
and with members of your family and with many of your 
colleagues. 

I remember well when I was in Washington in March, 
the welcome that Mrs. Nixon extended to me at the White 
House, the charm, the warmth of the welcome, and I am 
very glad that you came with her today. Because we are 
told—at least, I have heard—that wives have a great in- 
fluence on the travel plans of their husbands and I hope 
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that Mrs. Nixon will impress on you the warm welcome 
that we will always have in the heart of Canadians when- 
ever you come to visit us. 

You are the Head of State of a very great Nation, Mr. 
President—a Nation which has immense resources, and 
extraordinary people, which always knows great diffi- 
culties, which we know that your people, your Govern- 
ment, is attempting to solve in a spirit of friendship and 
equity and we realize the difficulty of the problem. 

But we want to say to you, not only that you are wel- 
come here, but that we understand, that we want to share 
in the spirit of friendship that is in the hearts of the 
American people. 

It is my great privilege to introduce to you today the 
Head of State of Canada’s closest friend and ally, and to 
introduce also the members of the First Family. 

Mr. President. 

Tue Preswent. Mr. Prime Minister, all of the distin- 
guished guests on the platform, and all of the very friendly 
audience here in Canada: 

I express my deep appreciation to the Prime Minister 
and to his colleagues here in Canada for the very gracious 
words of welcome that they have uttered on this occasion. 

As I noted the bilingual characteristics of the remarks 
that have preceded me, I realized that I, perhaps, have a 
responsibility in that respect that I might not be able to 
fill as well as I would like. 

However, whatever my pronunciation may be, what 
I now say will come from the heart. Je suis trés heureux 
d’étre au Canada dans la Belle Province de Quebec. 

And if you understood that, give the credit to a senior 
at McGill University who just before me said that that 
meant I am very happy to be in Canada in the beautiful 
Province of Quebec. 

Now, on this occasion, we celebrate the 10th Anniver- 
sary of the Seaway. Earlier, on the United States side, we 
pointed out the significance of that celebration. 

But the Seaway has meant to the United States what 
it has meant to Canada, what it has meant to all the Na- 
tions of the world whose flags are there before us in the 
breeze. 

We also spoke of what the Seaway has meant in a larger 
sense, as a lesson as to how two Nations can work together; 
how they can dream together and make those dreams 
come true. 

And if I have one thought today to leave with this great 
audience, it is this: I believe that the spirit that built this 
Seaway is the spirit that the world needs today to bring 
the people of the world together. 

Second, I would like to express on behalf of all of 
us from the United States side the great pleasure that is 
ours to be here at the site of Expo °67, which, as I under- 
stand from Mayor Drapeau, will go on and on and on, 
Expo 68 and Expo 69. 

I was thinking of the heritage of Expo °67. My family 
and I were not as fortunate as some to visit it then and we 
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are so fortunate to have seen it today and we are glad 
you kept it so we could see it today. And that heritage is in 
many ways the millions of people, 50 million who came 
that first year in 1967, most of them from the United 
States, and as a result of having come here took away 
with them an understanding of and an affection for 
Canada and the people of Canada that they will carry 
with them the rest of their lives. 


And, second, Expo °67 will live on, not only in the 
physical environment that we see here, but also, of course, 
in the Expos who now play in the National League. 


I should point out to you that I am somewhat of a 
baseball fan. I know the record of the Expos to date. Some 
of my friends in Montreal and in Canada have expressed 
some concern about that record. But I have noted that 
despite the place in the standings that the Expos presently 
occupy—the attendance of the fans from Montreal is still 
at an all-time high for any new team in the League. 


And to those who may have any question about the 
future, just let me say, I speak from experience. For 14 
years in Washington, I rooted for the Washington Sena- 
tors and they were in the cellar every year. And now they 
are out of the cellar, and so will the Expos be, if you just 
stick with them as I know the fans in Montreal will in the 
years ahead. 


But now, on a more serious subject, serious in the sense 
that it transcends all of the interests that we have already 
spoken of, the Seaway, the field of sports, and it is what 
this exposition stands for today, “Man and His World.” 
And we all think what a great and profound theme that 
truly is—not the Canadian in his world, not the American 
in his world, not the Russian in his world, but “Man and 
His World.” 


And here at this exposition, we get a feeling of what that 
really means to all of us. We recognize here in this Place 
of Nations that within a month when the first man lands 
on the moon, it will happen that he will be an American. 


But it is significant to note that when he lands there, 
he will come in peace and he will come from all the world 
and not just the American part of the world. 


And so, today, as we think of what our two great coun- 
tries have done together in building this Seaway, as we 
think of the record of peace and friendship that we have 
built together over 150 years, as we think of what we can 
do together in the future, in working for the cause of prog- 
ress and freedom and peace in the world, I think that we 
will leave this occasion, not with the sense of desperation 
about the admittedly difficult problems the Prime Minis- 
ter has referred to that we have, that you have and other 
Nations have, but with the sense of hope, a sense of hope 
because in a moment like this, we realize that those great 
principles and those great desires and those great dreams 
that unite men are infinitely stronger than those that divide 
them. 
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And as we learn to dream together, we shall learn to 
work together, we shall live in peace together, as Canada 
and America have always lived in peace together and will 
for the time that we can see ahead.

The President’s Trip to Asia 


Announcement of Plans To Observe Splashdown of 
Apollo 11 in the Pacific and To Visit the Philippines, 
Indonesia, Thailand, India, and Pakistan. 

June 28, 1969 


The President will travel to the Pacific to observe the 
Apollo 11 splashdown and recovery on board the U.S.S. 
Hornet. He will depart from Washington on the morn- 
ing of July 23. 

From the Apollo 11 recovery area, the President will 
proceed to the Philippines, Indonesia, Thailand, India, 
and Pakistan. The Secretary of State will accompany the 
President to the Philippines and Indonesia and will then 
go on to Japan, Korea, the Republic of China, Australia, 
and New Zealand. 

The President’s objective is to reemphasize his long- 
standing concern with peace and progress in Asia. In his 
meetings with Asian leaders, the President plans to explore 
problems and opportunities related to securing and sus- 
taining a lasting peace in Asia, as well as measures for en- 
hancing progress and human well-being. As was the case 
on his European trip, the President is looking forward to 
frank and intimate consultations. Most of his time in each 
country will be allocated to face-to-face discussions with 
heads of government and other leaders. 

He will arrive back in Washington on or about Au- 
gust 3, 1969. The precise schedule is currently being dis- 
cussed with the governments of the countries to be visited 
and will be made available when it is completed. 

Mrs. Nixon will accompany the President.

Announcement of Acceptance of an Invitation for 
an Official Visit to Romania. June 28, 1969 


At the invitation of the President of the State Council 
of Romania, Nicolae Ceausescu, President Nixon will pay 
an official visit to Romania at the beginning of August this 
year.

Announcement of Intention To Nominate 
Dr. Roger O. Egeberg as Assistant Secretary for Health 
and Scientific Affairs. June 28, 1969 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Dr. Roger O. Egeberg of Los Angeles, Calif., to be 
Assistant Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare for 
Health and Scientific Affairs. 

Egeberg, 65, is Dean of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia School of Medicine. He was graduated from Cor- 
nell University in 1925 and received his M.D. degree from 
Northwestern University in 1929. 

Following graduation from medical school, Egeberg 
served his internship with Wesley Hospital in Chicago, IIL, 
and his residency with the University Hospital, University 
of Michigan, Ann Arbor, Mich. He practiced medicine, 
specializing in internal medicine, in Cleveland, Ohio, 
from 1932 to 1942. He was the Chief of Medical Services 
at the Veterans Administration Hospital, Los Angeles 
County, Calif., from 1946 to 1956, and Medical Director 
of the Los Angeles County Hospital from 1956 to 1958. 
He served as Professor of Medicine at the University of 
Southern California at Los Angeles from 1948 until 1964, 
and as Professor of Medicine at the University of Southern 
California from 1956 to the present. He became Dean 
of the U.S.C. School of Medicine in 1964. 

Egeberg served in the Medical Corps from 1942 to 
1946 when he was discharged with the rank of colonel. He 
was the personal physician and aide-de-camp to General 
of the Army Douglas MacArthur from 1944 to 1945. 

Egeberg is a member of the National Advisory Cancer 
Council; the Special Medical Advisory Group to the Vet- 
erans Administration; and the California Board of Public 
Health. He served as chairman of the Governors Commit- 
tee for the Study of Medical Care and Health in California 
from 1959 to 1960. He is chairman of the California Com- 
mission on Regional Medical Programs. 

Egeberg is married to the fermer Margaret Chahoon, 
and they have four children. 


Atomic Energy Commission 


Announcement of Intention To Appoint 
Clarence E. Larson as a Member. 


June 30, 1969 


The President today announced his intention to appoint 
Clarence E. Larson, of Oak Ridge, Tenn., to be a mem- 
ber of the Atomic Energy Commission for a term of 5 years 
expiring June 30, 1974. He will replace Francesco Cos- 
tagliola whose term expires June 30, 1969. 
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Larson, 59, has been the manager and president of the 
nuclear division of Union Carbide since 1961. He was 
graduated from the University of Minnesota in 1932 and 
received his Ph. D. in biochemistry from the University of 
California in 1937. 

In 1934, he became the chairman of the department of 
chemistry at the College of the Pacific and held that post 
until he began work at the University of California Radia- 
tion Laboratory in 1942. He became Chief of the Tech- 
nical Staff of Y-12 at Oak Ridge in 1943; Director of Re- 
search and Development in 1945 and Superintendent of 
the Y-12 Plant in 1948. In 1950 he became Director of 
Oak Ridge National Laboratory. In 1955, he joined 
Union Carbide as vice president in charge of research in 
the carbon production division. He then became associate 
manager in charge of research in 1958. 

He is married to the former Jane R. Warren and he 
has three children. 


National Corporation for Housing 
Partnerships 


Announcement of Intention To Appoint 
Carter L. Burgess To Be an Incorporator. 
June 30, 1969 


The President today announced his intention to appoint 
Carter L. Burgess, of Pelham Manor, N.Y., to be an In- 
corporator of the National Corporation for Housing 
Partnerships. 

Until March of this year, Burgess, 52, served as the 
United States Ambassador to Argentina. He was gradu- 
ated from Virginia Military Institute in 1939. 

During World War II, he entered the U.S. Army in 
1941 as a second lieutenant. He was discharged in 1945 
with the rank of colonel. In 1946 he served as the Deputy 
Executive Secretary of the International Secretariat of 
the United Nations Conference in San Francisco. In 
1946-47, he served as assistant to the president of Trans 
World Airlines, and from 1947 to 1953 as assistant to the 
president and director of administration, General Aniline 
and Film Corp. From 1953 to 1954 he was assistant to 
the president of the University of South Carolina. In 
1954, he served for a short period as Staff Director of the 
Secretary of State’s Public Committee on Personnel and 
then became Assistant Secretary of Defense for Man- 
power. 


In 1957, he became president of Trans World Airlines, 
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Inc., and in 1958 president of American Machine and 
Foundry Co. 

He is married to the former May Gardner Smith and 
they have six children. 


Presidential Unit Citation 


Announcement of Award to Detachment 1, 314th 
Tactical Airlift Wing, Pacific Air Forces. 
June 30, 1969 


The White House today announced the award of the 
Presidential Unit Citation to Detachment 1, 314th Tac- 
tical Airlift Wing, United States Air Force, for extraordi- 
nary heroism in connection with military operations 
against an opposing armed force in Southeast Asia, from 
1 July 1967 to 1 March 1968. 

The members of the detachment were credited with 
providing friendly forces under attack with 3,000 tons of 
supplies and transporting 18,000 combat personnel to 
aid them in their fight against the insurgents.

The President’s Remarks at a Ceremony Marking the 
30th Anniversary of the Reorganization Act Establishing 
the Office. June 30, 1969 


I am delighted to have the opportunity to attend this 
birthday party, not just for the Bureau of the Budget, 
because it is much older than 30 years, but because of 
the time 30 years ago when the Executive Office of the 
President was set up and the Bureau of the Budget be- 
came an integral part of that office. 


I should say that this is the first time since becoming 
President that I have been in this room, the Indian Treaty 
Room, and I was reminded by the Budget Director, who, 
of course, knows everything—everything about history 
and everything else—almost everything—that President 
Eisenhower used to have his press conferences here. 


This will not be a press conference, but I do want to 
speak quite directly to those who work in the Bureau of 
the Budget and also to pay a tribute to the former Budget 
Directors who are here, and to all of those who have some- 
thing directly or indirectly to do with budget, including 
the Secretary of the Treasury, who is here. 

First, as one of the guests at the White House worship 
services last Sunday, the Director of the Budget, Mr. 
Mayo, as I presented him to the distinguished man who 
had delivered the sermon that day, Rabbi Finkelstein, 
the Director of the Budget said, “I am known as the 
meanest man in town.” I guess Budget Directors earn 
that by what they do and what they have to do. 


I know that all of you who work in the Bureau of the 
Budget in this great historic building, as you make the 
decisions, the very hard ones you must make day after 
day, you must sometimes wonder if there could not be a 
more popular job to have than to say “no” nicely, That 
is what those who are in the Budget Bureau have to learn 
to do. At times you can say “yes” and, of course, that is 
one of those times you will appreciate. 

But I realize that there is no department of this Gov- 
ernment and no group working in the Office of the Presi- 
dent that has a more difficult responsibility than those in 
the Bureau of the Budget. It is not simply a case of say- 
ing “no” when the amount that is requested is too great 
from a department, but it is also a case of attempting to 
have an orderly way of running a government in these 
days when many are wondering whether government as 
we know it today may have gotten to the point that it can 
no longer deliver what it is supposed to deliver. 

I don’t think any of us would go as far as Peter Drucker 
did when he said that “Government had now become so 
inefficient that all it could really do was to inflate the cur- 
rency and wage war, and there is some doubt as to whether 
it can wage war.” 

But certainly as far as the currency is concerned there 
seems to be little doubt about that at the present time. 
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But what Peter Drucker did say in that article and in that 
book, which I know many of you have read, was quite 
relevant to the problem we have today and I would like to 
emphasize it on the occasion of this birthday party. 

Your job is bigger than simply determining how much. 
Your job has to do with the whole organization of gov- 
ernment, how we do things, how this delivery system can 
be made to work. 

The Congress must make the great decisions as to what 
the legislation will be. The President must make decisions 
and recommendations to the Congress with the hope they 
will execute them, but here at the Bureau of the Budget 
you have to take the various programs and see how they 
fit into this complex machinery of government and your 
recommendations will have an enormous effect on 
whether those programs will work. 

We know that government is much better than what 
many of its critics have suggested. But we do know that 
particularly in dealing with the problems of our cities, 
dealing with the great domestic crisis of our time, that the 
problem is not simply how much, but the problem is 
whether we are going to be able to develop a program that 
will work. 

Men of very good intentions will vote for programs 
spending billions of dollars, yet at the end of those pro- 
grams we look back and see that they have failed. So that 
is why your advice on not only how much, but how—how 
we can get away from the overlapping and all of the other 
inefficiencies, why that advice is very valuable to the 
President, very valuable to the Congress and very valu- 
able to the country. 

I know that hanging in the Budget Director’s office is 
the statement by Charles Dawes, who was the first Budget 
Director in 1921, to the effect that those who work in 
the Bureau of the Budget are like those who stoke the 
furnaces in a ship. The President and the Congress up on 
the bridge determine which way the ship will go, but 
those down there who stoke the furnaces in the Budget 
Bureau determine how far it will go. 

Certainly there is another way that we could say that. 
There is an analogy between those who stoke the fur- 
naces of a ship and those who work in the Bureau of the 
Budget. You take plenty of heat and so do they. 

But I simply want you to know that as one who does 
not get over to this office where you work as often as I 
should, but as one who sees your Director and the others 
in the Budget Bureau many times in the Cabinet Room, 
I appreciate what you have done. All of us in govern- 
ment know that your job is necessary; it is essential to 
the orderly working of government. And on this 30th 
birthday party of your being part of the Executive Office 
of the President, you can be sure that the President of 
the United States, speaking for the people of the United 
States, is indeed grateful for the dedicated people, regard- 
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less of party, who year after year do the fine work that 
the Bureau of the Budget has done and is doing for this 
present administration. Thank you very much.

Leadership 


News Briefing by Senator Everett M. Dirksen and 
Representative Gerald R. Ford Following a Meeting 
With the President. July 1, 1969 


CONGRESSMAN Forp. Good morning. The principal 
subject this morning at the meeting with the President in- 
volved a report on the action in the House and the pros- 
pects for subsequent legislation in the House and also the 
same as far as the Senate is concerned. 


I would just like to make one observation about what 
took place on the House floor yesterday. I think the vic- 
tory, narrow as it was, 210 to 205, shows what a combined 
effort on the part of the President, the Democratic leaders 
in the House, the Republican leaders in the House, can 
do to achieve victory for the American people on those 
issues that are very, very important to the stability and 
strength of the country, such as inflation. 

Without the total combined effort of the President, the 
Democratic leadership, and those of us on our side, that 
victory could not have been achieved yesterday. 

SENATOR DirksEN. We had nothing specific on the 
agenda this morning. It was just a run-down on both 
Senate and House affairs. We have finished the Treasury- 
Post Office appropriation bill. We have set the agricul- 
tural appropriation bill. It will be debated for the next 
2 days and then it gets one extra day after we return from 
the July recess. 

After that, we take up the military procurement bill 
and that, of course, includes the ABM authorization. 

In the Finance Committee, they are having a review 
of the abuses in Medicare and Medicaid. Sometime later, 
they will set hearings on the so-called surtax. Those will 
probably run for a little while, but we have only until the 
end of July in order to get that job done. 

I introduced the voting rights bill yesterday. It was 
by consent referred to the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
I think, in the main, it is a good bill and we ought to get 
some early action on it, although actually the Voting 
Rights Act of ’65 does not expire until late in 1970. 

So, we will still have time for both the House and the 
Senate to work their respective wills on this bill. 

I think, generally speaking, that is about the sum total 
of what we discussed this morning. 
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Senator Margaret Smith did make a report on the 
ABM and the general discussion in the committee, the 
vote that took place and the proposals for anything that 
may come up on the floor. 

Q. Since Senator Smith voted against the ABM in com- 
mittee, what was the nature of her report? 

SENATOR DirKSEN. Just generally a narrative report as 
to the discussion and how it was handled by Senator Sten- 
nis. Of course, they saved ABM until the last minute. They 
disposed of the testimony and the mark-up on everything 
else in the bill until they got to that. That was the last 
item. 

And, obviously, the members were pretty well on record 
as how they felt and that accounted for the 10 to 7 vote. 

Q. Does that 10 to 7 vote, Senator, look to you like it 
is encouraging for passage or surprisingly hard? 

SENATOR DirKSEN. No, it is encouraging. 

Q. Do you have a count? 

SENATOR DirksEN. We do. 

Q. What is it? 

SENATOR Dirksen. As the lawyers would say, my 
friend, that is a leading question. 

Q. It is for passage or what? 

SENATOR DirksEN. Oh, of course. I never think in 
terms of other than achievement, accomplishment, con- 
summation, and glory. 

Q. On the surcharge in the Senate, apparently there 
is considerable resistance there, 

SENATOR DirksEN. Well, we always have our troubles, 
whether it is surcharge or nearly anything else. But always 
and always, I have found, as you so well know, that the 
oil can is mightier than the sword.

Eighteen-Nation Disarmament 
Committee 


The President’s Message to the Committee Upon 


Resumption of Its Conference at Geneva. 
July 3, 1969 


I have followed closely the activities of the spring ses- 
sion of the Disarmament Committee, and Ambassador 
Smith has reported to me on the prospects for progress 
in the near future. 

As the conference resumes its work after a recess of 
6 weeks, I would like to address the following thoughts 
to the members of the Committee: 


First, the ground has been prepared for concrete arms 
control negotiations. In addition to the valuable sug- 
gestions by many members of the Committee, draft agree- 
ments have been submitted by the United States and 
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by the Soviet Union to prevent an arms race on the 
seabeds. Although differences exist, it should not prove 
beyond our ability to find common ground so that a 
realistic agreement may be achieved that enhances the 
security of all countries. 

The framing of an international agreement to apply 
to more than 100 million square miles of the earth’s 
surface lying under the oceans is a high challenge to our 
vision and statesmanship. I ask the participants in this 
Committee to join with us in elaborating a measure that 
is both practical and significant. With good will on all 
sides and a fair measure of hard work, we may achieve 
agreement in the course of this session. With each pass- 
ing day our seabed becomes more important for the 
security and well-being of all nations. Our goal should 
be to present a sound seabed arms control measure to 
the 24th General Assembly of the United Nations. 

Second, the Secretary General of the United Nations 
has just issued his study on the effects of chemical and 
biological warfare. Experts from many countries have 
contributed to this important work. I am pleased that an 
expert from the United States, Dr. Ivan Bennett, has also 
played a role in the study. We welcome the Secretary 
General’s study, since it will draw the attention of all man- 
kind to an area of common concern. The specter of 
chemical and biological warfare arouses horror and revul- 
sion throughout the world. 

The delegation of the United States is prepared to 
examine carefully, together with other delegations, any 
approaches that offer the prospect of reliable arms control 
in this field. 

Third, in my letter to Ambassador Smith on March 18 
at the opening of the first session of this Committee, I re- 
affirmed United States support for the conclusion of a 
comprehensive test ban adequately verified; I stated my 
conviction that efforts must be made toward greater un- 
derstanding of the verification issue. I am pleased that, 
during your first session, serious exploration of verification 
problems took place. The United States delegation will be 
prepared to continue to participate in efforts towards 
greater understanding of this key issue. It is only by means 
of careful study, with due regard for all of the relevant 
technical and political considerations, that progress can 
be made. 

Fourth, I recently announced that the United States 
hopes to be able to commence talks with the Soviet Union 
on strategic arms limitations around July 31 or shortly 
thereafter. When these talks begin, which I hope and 
trust will be soon, they will of necessity be bilateral nego- 
tiations between the United States and the Soviet Union. 
The United States Government is, however, deeply con- 
scious of its responsibilities to its allies and to the com- 
munity of nations. 

While these talks progress, it is particularly important 
that multilateral negotiations continue in this Committee 
in an atmosphere of determination and promise. Arms 
control is without dispute a subject of direct concern to 
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all nations, large and small. The wisdom, the advice, 
and the informed concern of many nations are needed 
in a continuing body such as this to ensure that no oppor- 
tunities are missed to achieve genuine progress. 

This Committee clearly is the world’s preeminent mul- 
tilateral disarmament forum. Its record of accomplish- 
ment, which needs no recital here, is greater than that 
of any other disarmanent committee in history. I trust 
that your Committee will continue its efforts with all 
of the combined skill and dedication which its members 
have demonstrated in the past. 

The negotiation of sound arms control and disarma- 
ment, like all work contributing to peace, must be an 
integrated and comprehensive effort. Progress in the tasks 
of your Committee will be a contribution to a world of 
peaceful international cooperation, a world where fear 
and conflict are supplanted by the honest give-and-take 
of negotiation aimed at meeting the legitimate aspirations 
of all. 

The United States will work in every way to bring 
us closer to such a world.

The President today announced the appointment of 
Henry Arthur Hendrickson of Fargo, N. Dak., to be 
Chairman of the Souris-Red-Rainy River Basins Com- 
mission. He will replace Gordon K. Gray, who has 
resigned. 

Hendrickson, 62, is assistant to the president of Butler 
Machinery Co. in Fargo. He has attended both Minot 
State Teachers College and the University of North 
Dakota. From 1927 to 1930, Hendrickson was with the 
North Dakota State Highway Department. In 1930 he 
joined Westland Oil Co. and remained with that firm 
until he joined Standard Oil Company in 1932. From 
1942 to 1945 he served in the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration in Fargo and Bismarck, N. Dak., as head of the 
fuel oil rationing department. In 1945 he joined Dakota 
Tractor and Equipment Co., becoming their sales man- 
ager in 1951. That company was purchased by Butler 
Machinery in 1955. 

Hendrickson is married to the former Agnes H. 
Maanum and they have two children.

Announcement of Intention To Nominate 
Henry A. Byroade of Indiana. 
July 3, 1969 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Henry Alfred Byroade, of Woodburn, Ind., a For- 
eign Service officer of the rank of career minister, as United 
States Ambassador to the Republic of the Philippines. 
Ambassador Byroade has served since 1968 as State De- 
partment and Foreign Affairs Adviser to the Industrial 
College of the Armed Forces. In Manila, he will succeed 
Ambassador G. Mennen Williams. 

Born in Allen County, Indiana, on July 24, 1913, Am- 
bassador Byroade received the B.S. degree from the U.S. 
Military Academy in 1937 and the M.S. degree in engi- 
neering from Cornell University in 1941. During World 
War II he attained the rank of brigadier general at age 
32. His service included command of the services of supply 
in eastern India, command of the services of supply in 
eastern China, responsibility for air base construction in 
China, and a tour of duty in the United States with the 
Army General Staff where he was responsible for coordi- 
nation of policy affecting operations in India, China, and 
Southeast Asia. 

Ambassador Byroade began his career in the State 
Department in March 1949, when, on loan from the 
Department of the Army, he was appointed Deputy Di- 
rector of the Office of German and Austrian Affairs. He 
became Director of the Bureau of German Affairs in 
November 1949 and Assistant Secretary of State for Near 
Eastern, South Asian, and African Affairs in April 1952. 
On January 24, 1955, he was assigned to Egypt as Am- 
bassador, and on July 26, 1956, became Ambassador to 
the Union of South Africa. Byroade was appointed Am- 
bassador to Afghanistan on January 29, 1959. On Feb- 
ruary 19, 1962, he was detailed to the U.S. Arms Control 
and Disarmament Agency as Chairman of the Disarma- 
ment Advisory Staff. In September 1963, Byroade be- 
came U.S. Ambassador to Burma. 

Ambassador Byroade’s military decorations include the 
Distinguished Service Medal, the Legion of Merit (with 
two Oak Leaf Clusters), the Air Medal, and several for- 
eign decorations. 

Ambassador Byroade is married to the former Jitka 
Donda Henson, and he has three sons and one daughter.

American Revolution Bicentennial 
Commission 


Statement by the President Upon Appointing Members 
of the Commission. July 3, 1969 


In the life of a person, no birthday is ever quite like the 
one before it. The same is true of a nation. Each Fourth 
of July America is one year older, one year’s growth 
larger, one year richer in knowledge and experience. 

As we celebrate this Fourth, it is appropriate that we 
look not only back, but also ahead. Only 7 years from 
now, the United States will ceiebrate its 200th birthday. 
Already, these two centuries have been a time of un- 
paralleled human achievement. The next 7 years—be- 
ginning with man’s first footstep on the moon—promise to 
be a time of momentous events. But as we look forward 
to that 200th anniversary, our aim is not to catalogue 
laurels to rest on, but to discover lessons to build on. 

America’s bicentennial can be an immensely important 
occasion, not only for the United States, but also for 
people everywhere who cherish liberty. Those who led 
America’s revolution spoke to their time, and to all time; 
their words ring as fresh and as true today as when they 
were written, They captured an ideal, and gave it life. 

Three years ago, Congress provided for the creation 
of an American Revolution Bicentennial Commission 
“to plan, encourage, develop and coordinate the com- 
memoration of the American Revolution.” The Com- 
mission’s charter is broad; its responsibility is great. The 
bicentennial is more than a ceremonial occasion. The 
way in which we as a Nation choose to celebrate that 
200th anniversary will have an important bearing on 


what we learn from it, and on the inspiration we draw 
from it. 


I have today named 17 distinguished Americans to be 
members of that Commission. In doing so, I repose in 
them a high trust: to reach back to our Nation’s founding, 
and distill those themes that can illumine its future; and 
to devise the kinds of activities that can best bring alive 
for today’s generations what that Revolution has meant 
for America and for mankind. 

The bicentennial celebrates more than the events of 
the Revolution. It belongs not only to the thirteen 
original States, but equally to the newest and the farthest 
from those 18th-century battlefields. It is a national 
celebration, a national anniversary; it challenges each of 
the 50 States, and every community, to look to its heri- 
tage and its hopes. 

We have forged one nation from an extraordinary 
diversity of people, cultures, and traditions. Each gener-
